Sacrifices were made by the 
city in forgoing taxes on wartime 
houses during the war years 50 
that war-workers could obtain 
accommodation and help with the 
war effort, Forrrest L. Shaw, 
chairman of the Citizens’ Re 
Habilitation Council, stressed be- 
fore the special City Couneil 
meeting this afternoon, as he 
made a plea for reconsideration 
of the decision to refuse per- 
mission to build another 100 
homes for veterans 

“Now. we.are fighting for the 
peace and we should be prepared 
at_least.to make.a similar sac 
rifice to provide homes for ‘the 
men who won the war,” he de- 
clared. 

Mr. Shaw expressed every 
sympathy with the city’s taxa- 
tion problems, but insisted that 
it was better to get partial taxa- 
. tion on idle property and to 
wards the school taxes for the 
children of the veterans who 
would occupy the houses, instead 
of obtaining nothing at all for 
them as at present 

“The situation was grave two 
years ago when we took over 
the army camps,” he told the 
aldermen, “but ft is grim now 
He went on to explain there 
are 335 families in th 
emer gency and temporary 
ing of the converted 
more than 800 applications in for 
wartime houses, and 240 
applications for housing to the 
Rehabilitation Council since the 
beginning of the year 

These le Mr 
were largely families who had 
been living in shared accommoda- 
tion and thelr conditions are be 
coming . unbearable. The con- 
tinued Influx of new -families 
into town is aggravating the situ 
ation.
